2. The above documents disclose different devices for 

recirculating oil from the region of the side 
surfaces of the roll body, from which the subject 
matter of claim 1 differs, inter alia, in that 
"the input end of the pump gap near to the roll 
body opens into an annular admission chamber, 
which is formed by axially radial side surfaces of 
the first conical ring body and side surfaces 
thereof that are slanting in relation to the 
axially radial side surfaces and, opposite thereto 
and at a distance therefrom, from radial side 
surfaces of a flange-like annular projection of 
the second conical ring body and an outer surface 
section of the sealing raceway". 



3. The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability;

4. The present invention can therefore be considered 
to address the problem of improving known oil 
recirculating systems so that the risk of even 
small quantities of oil escaping is reliably 
overcome without the need for heavy maintenance. 

5. The solution to this problem as proposed in 
claim 1 of the present application involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), since the 
known prior art neither discloses nor suggests 
such improvements to the designs in documents Dl 
and/or D2 . 



Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) and (3)). 
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
